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AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Several times a year the rumour. 
goes round that Lawrence has been 
seen somewhere. Now, it is by 
Arabs when a truiter pulls into 
port; again, it is by some traveller 
just returned from à remote theatre 
of war. Not all of Lawrence's rela- 
tives, even, were satisfied that the 
remarkable ‘little man had passed on. 

In 1936, I remember, a woman 
offered to bring me to Lawrence. 
I did not take the offer seriously, 
She, too, when this, offer was made 
to her, had laughed at it. She had 
been taken to Lawrence; they met 
in a Dublin street. She was to pre- 
tend that she did not know him; 
but she recognised all his authentic 
gestures—arms folded, eyes on 
ground and so on. It was this ex- 
perience that she offered to pass on 
to me. She knew Lawrence, she 
said, when he was in Dublin 
operating a café about eight or nine 
years before his death. 

I let the golden opportunity slip 
by. I- have no doubt that that 
Lawrence still lives! Incidentally,

The Emolument Colt 


Mr. E. v. kelly, M. R. C. v. S., of 
Kells, writes me :— 


‘Your note about the Emolument 


colt was of interest. There is no 
doubt that 99 per cent. of cases of 
mesenteric abscess in the horse are a 
sequel to an attack of strangles. 
The probability is that the animal 
in question had at some time of his 
life a mild attack of strangles—so 
mild that it was probably regarded 
as an ordinary cold. 

A horse might have a mesenteric 
abscess for many years and show 
little symptoms of it. Bat, when 
the abscess becomes acute, certain 
symptoms are shown, and it. usually 
ruptures into the abdominal cavity 
with a fatal result. During life 
the condition may ‘be suspected, but 
is nearly impossible to diagnose 
with. eertainty. An operation would 
be the only chance of a diagnosis 

and cure, but for various reasons 
this would offer almost insyrmount- 
able difficulties in the horse. 

Of course, there ere other causes 
of this trouble besides. atrangles, but 
tuberculosis certainly would not 
cause an acute mesenteric abscess 
which appears to have been the 


type in this case.
